Editorials 

- The Thin Dividing Line 

Canada and the U.S. are different countries, and this 
fact must be accepted. It is no good repeating over and over 
with pious determination that we "share togetherness" and 
are "an unparalleled example of international cooperation". 
We have our problems — some .of these we share, but pri- 
marily^h ei problems. arisirigjgf rjpiin ^jthe Canada •r-^U^.irela- 
tionshipwe^Cahadiari' piroBleiM are like a small^hy 
intelligent boy with a giant of an older brother wlio, though 
self-centered and occasionally a bit rough, is usually gen- 
erous and kind. And because our big brother can beat up 
almost any kid on the block we tend to think somehow that 
we can too. We sometimes forget, that in comparison with 
Hjiour/heighbours^^ fairly poor country >. 

^liïtrthat^hatevèBWéâltKfwI^^ more or less due to 
our quicker and more energetically industrial neighbours. 

But while we are economically dominated by the U.S. 
and .while this is in the long run the miost difficult problem 
the two countriés face, we must ensure that we do not be- 
come a mere cultural colony of the U.S. We are evei-yday 
flooded with millions of American words and thought and 
images from the loquacious, generally overbearing, U.S. 
mass media. It is a tribute to the stubborn and self-confi- 
dent Canadian temperament that we have not been' com- 
pletely engylfed. Such government creations as the CBC and 
the National Film Board are continuously, subtly,,and intel- 
ligently pro-C^adiah in their insisténce oii' focussing the 
attention of Canadians on their own country. We cannot 
deny the influence of the U.S. — it would be foolish to not 
profit from the vigour and cpurage of much that America 
^duces — but we must be aware that we are a^j^a^te 
imtidn, and that what is good for thé U.S. is not liecess^ly 
good for Canada, and we must draw a firm line between 
our two nations. We have nothing to gain from total im- 
mersion in the U.S. except a cyclically-prosperous mediocrity 
while if we create rather than accept we may develop some- 
thing honest and valuable. We have the opportunity, and 
it is expectfBd of us. 

Misguided Determination 

There is nothmg like good, old-fashioned detennination. 
Klu Klux Klan leader James Cole, seemingly unperturbed 
by the rather inglorious outcome of his last meeting, has 
announced that he will try again, and soon. But this time 
he intends to be prepared. Five thousand Klansmen are ex- 
pected to march with him. 

It seems that some people just can't, or won't, learn. 
The IClu Klux Klan was at one time a dreaded, if not res- 
pected, force in America. Its masked missionaries spread 
the gospel of destruction of the minority groups, without 
fear of retaliation. That day has passed. The Klan has been 
unmasked, reduced to a sliabby society of sadistic bigots 
who come together to burn the Cross and convince them- 
selves of their superiority. Only in the heart of the South- 
land are they regarded with anything but derision. 

Their most recent disgrace came when the . Lumbée 
Indians, disgusted with a small group of Klansmen who ga- 
thered to protest the""mixing" of Indians with whites, put 
an end to the meeting in a convincing fashion by the liberal 
use of shooting irons. The thought of the imposing Klan 
put to rout at last, and by "inferior" people, seemed to be 
a fitting end to the histoiy of the KJan. 

But the Klan is detennined to make another attempt. 
.They will descend with all the force they can muster upon 
the community of Indians who wish only to live their own 
lives as ^American citizens — indeed they are the first 
Amencans^ 

In ail probability.^j^the^Klan will gain, nothing by this. 
At most, they will be âble^fô'goad the Indians 'into a fight. 
With all the force behind them, they could emerge vic- 
torious. But any such "victory" would be hollow. The Klan 
cannot prove its superiority by. using the old policies of 
fear arid terrorism.

'New York Times. 
Studentslitiehding the colleges and 
universities of London have. been given 
a breezy, light-héart^jtgîiide. to the 
pleasures and pitfalls?offlK?'city. 

In addition to other useful informa- 
tion, a pamphlet prepared by the Na- 
tional Um'on of Students offers advice 
on how to get a free bath, how to crash 
a diplomat's or debutante's party and 
how to avoid dashes with The Law. 

Appropfiateljr enough, it begins with 
hints on how to find digs. The author 
of this article concedes that until he 
came to London he thought.^ that dig- 
gings had something to do with coal 

But then, he says, jl^fl^^^^^^ 
only that the . central part of London 
is a land of "milk and honies" but that 
it contains a strange sort of life lived 
by refugees from their home towns in 
what are loosely termed furnished 
rooms and are often called "bed-sitters." 

Wall Flowers Well Watered 

He recalled that on the first morn- 
ing he awoke in his bedsitter the gay 
flowers on the wallpaper looked as if 
they ^ were getting their daily watering. 

"What do you expect ?" Jiis landlady 
asked when he complained. "It's a rainy 
day." 

Bed-sitterdom, the writer noted, can 
easily veer between two extremes — 

'a hectic ^"^^f^S^à^^^K^^"'' 
all night, drinkingfq'mAiS^ipu^nch and 
bankrupt after a " fortnight," ^ or "end- 
less evenings curled up with a good 
book and sipping warm milk before 
the 9 o'clock news." 

"Almost every third person you sit 
next to in a London bus, tube or tea- 
shop never has a bath," is the arresting 
opening for the section on "Keeping 
Clean in London." But the author of 
this piece remarks consolingly that pro' 
portionatcly fewer persons^the in the 
United' States than iâl^n^iK^^. 

Even if the student lives Jii one of 
the capital's 488,206 bathless' dwellings, 
he need not join the dirty ones, the 
writer says. He .explains that, with but 
two ïê^^^^l^^BMi\>°'°»S^^ 



maintain public baths, where the fee is 
about a shilling (14" cents). 

Second class at the baths 'costs à few 
pence less, and usually is less crowded. 
It gives the student an opportunity to

, Words for the Wary 
'How' to avoid the law in London" 
is less absorbing than one would expect. 
Detailed here are the. speed limits in 
London's streets and parks, the legal 
hoiirs for drinking and various offenses 
that invite the attention .of bobbies. 

Dninkennesit( w Ki^j^8|oco5c. belli- 
cose, lachrym6sel^mMw[ose) in^any 
public place is affflnnu^ffense, the 
pamphlet says. It notes that the pettalty 
is ' heavier for a person who is drunk 
while in charge of children,' steam en' 
gines and {oaded firearms. 

With an .eye on thin pocketbooks, 
the author of "How to Outwit London" 
mentions some simple pleasures. Among 
them arc a tour of the capital's statues 
and visits to such "peculiar" museums, 
as the Safety, Health and Welfare and 
the Public Health and Hygiene. 

The musical are advised to spend an 
evening on a street : corner playing ^ the 
flagedlet.'but are warned that any mone 
tary return will be small. 

Interspersed witli all this arc lists of 
eating places, with the emphasis on 
cheapness, good food and pleasant sur- 
roundings, of students' organizations and 
gathering places, of libwries and places 
to buy books, and of bus and subway 
schedules and of theatres. Several pawn' 
brokers are named, with the pious wish: 
'May you never have to use- tlicrn."

McClelland & Stewart, the Cana- 
dian publishing house, have recently 
published the first numbers of a series 
of paper-back editions of Canadian 
writing. The publishers realize that 
this series will almost certainly lose ' 
money initially, but they are prepared 
to accept a loss to further the circu- 
lation of Canadian, books. The first 
four items', in thé 'séries are not espe- 
cially exciting however, at least to this 
reviewer, and if > any success is ex-, 
pected, the publishén will have to do 
better than they have done. 

The most famous and the best of the 
four books is "Literary Lapses" by 
Stephen Leacock, who once delivered 
the rhetoric of the economist from 
the podium at Moyse Hall. His hu- 
mour is mot dated and is still warm 
and humane — as a matter of fact, 
the blowhards and pompous pious 
people about whom he writes are still 
very evident around the campus, and 
the part of the city which Leacock 
inhabited. 

But the other material is not as 
good. Morley Callaghan's novel of 
Toronto morality "Such Is My Be- 
loved" is tortured mediocrity, and 
the other books, Frederick Philip Gro- 
ve's "Over Prairie Trails" and Sinclair 
Ross' "As For Me And My House" 
seem as unpromising. 

The idea aiid motivation behind, 
the venture are 
experiment nwy'talce*"sonitr 
work itself out. It can be an excellènt| 
force. for Canadian literary apprecia- 
tion and excellence if it does; It de- 
serves support.

At least the Minnesota Daily pub- 
lished at the University of Minnesota, 
seems to think so. 

Student leaders are odd, but some 
leaders are odder than others, the Dai 
ly reports in the Student ^Iirror. 

The results were gleaned from per 
sonajity tests given to fraternity -and 
sorority officers, student religious and 
political leaders and members of stU' 
dent publication staffs and governing 
boards.

The feelings of suspicion, over- 
sensibility and persecution arc more 
marked, they are more inclined to eX' 
cessive seclusion, shyness, bizarre 
tlioughts and behaviour. 



ZURICH, SWITZERLAND — Dr. 
Henri Hcdiger, famous European ani- 
mal behaviorist and director of the 
zoo in this city, has opened what he 
calls a museum of human imbecility 
in relation tb caged animals. 

It consists of a collection of ob- 
jects, including many sharp weapons 
found in cages or taken from visitors 
with ^sadistiCjJnclinations or at best 
thoùîtlrt lëSrotitude toward captive 

Dr. Hcdiger recently escorted a man 
from the gardens who was trying to 
jab a monkey with a five-inch needle. 
His staff also has found rocks weigh- 
ing up to three pounds that had been 
hurled at the bears. 

Death or serious injuries have been 
caused by visitors who through care^ 
Icssness, ignorance or criminal intent 
have proffered animals pieces of wire, 
nails, small bottles, empty cans, num' 
erous knives, ballpoint pens and other 
distinctly inedible commodities. 

TRY TO SCARE BIG CATS 

According to Dr. Hediger, some 
visitors bring umbrellas into the zoo 
for tiie sole purpose of opening them 
suddenly to frighten the big cats, but 
he is unable to explain tlie presence 
of briefcases, hats and pairs of shoes 
and slippers that have been found in 
cages. 

He also says that an elderly and 
normally torpid crocodile in an open 
tepid tank of water is the favorite 
target of a large number of coins. He 
has Examined currency recovered and 
found that British pennies and Italian 
lire, predominate. No Swiss money 
has been found. 

OBJECTS RECOVERED 
All objects recovered have been 
carefully dated and labelled. They are 
now housed in glass cases as a part 
of a study on the biology of zoological 
gardens that Dr. Hediger is conduct 



ing in association with the Internation 
Commission on museums. He hopes 
eventually to exhibit them publicly. 

The director thinks the coin throw- 
ers tre impelled by some propitiatory 
motive akin to offerings to the ancient 
gods. 

Dr. Hediger's conclusions are that, 
the public interprets animals emoiion- 
lly, not rationally. Very young or 
very active beasts or those with an 
upright gait like man, he says, are 
especially attractive to ^risitors. He 
points out that the most popular fish 
in the world is the seahorse with its 
vertical posture.
